STEADINESS 
AND 
COOLNESS IN DE­ 
FORM. 


It is said to be a recurrent fact that after 
a given period of supineness regarding ad­ 
m inistration of the crim inal law, there fol­ 
lows an era of abnorm al vigor against 
crim e and insistence for punishm ent of 
offenders. The Chicago Intcr-Occan believes 
this is a logical result of laxity of adm inis­ 
tration of the law. 
It is just as reasonable 
to say that the laxity is the logical result of 
the abnorm al vigor, since the two periods of 
indifference and zeal, interm it w ith each 
other 
Laxity of the law is always due to 
vitiated public sentim ent, dulled moral 
setise and a low stage of health in the body 
politic. Officials cannot be more vigorous 
than the com m unities; they do not rise 
above the com m unity level. 
Inoperative 
laws are chargeable directly and uniform ly 
to the people. 
T he com m unity that is 
quick to condemn evil, certain in adm inis­ 
tration of punishm ent rather than severe, 
and that rises above petty issues to a high 
appreciation of duty is sure to be m arked 
by vigor in execution of the laws. T he dis­ 
regard of the obligations of citizenship, the 
evasion of jury duty, the fear to injure 
trade, the disposition to profit from illicit 
sources brings about in tim e the clitnax, 
when the rem nant, the law-fearing, obtains 
recognition, and the whole com m unity 
rushes over to its aid, carrying it on to the 
extrem e of severity and even to the rule of 
the mob. 
T hat com m unity best serves its 
vw n interests that is awake to tin: necessity 
of enforcing the laws at all times, of m ain­ 
taining the respect due to the law, of test­ 
ing the worth and wisdom of statutes by 
their execution, of insisting that, every m an 
owes som ething to the town in which 
he lives and that 
he shall discharge 
the 
obligation. 
W here 
that is done 
the 
moral sense 
will 
be quick and 
the 
public 
sentim ent 
pronounced 
and vigorous. 
Wo w ant no extremes, 
since all extremes are dangerous. 
A bnor­ 
m al anti spasmodic vigor is apt to become 
indecent in its haste, and to do injury 
where none would result from a firm and 
uniform Insistence upon right doing. 
The subject finds a vivid illustration by 
parallel in another phase of com m unity 
relation at this time. Sanitary laws have 
been for years brazenly violated, and the 
violation winked a t; the sanitary senti­ 
m ent of the people has been languid; the 
sense that dictates ordinary caution has 
been at rest, and for years we have been 
laying up a store of trouble against the 
day when it should call us to judgm ent. 
Now, in the vigor of our awakening, we 
are seeking to remedy in an hour the neg­ 
lect of years; we propose to cast down and 
break all our idols and abandon all our un­ 
cleanly ways for paths of purity. To this 
end nothing shall stand before u s ; we will 
sweep clean the floor of the treasure-house 
even though it visits ill upon some. 
As 
already said, w hile this is the result of past 
laxity, so, too, by the excess of present 
vigor we are certain to go hack again to the 
formpr state of indifference, unlexs we sub 
stitu te for mere nervous excitem ent tiie 
cool and practical results of experience and 
experim ent. 
It is possible for us to pro­ 
ceed 
rapidly 
w ithout 
haste; 
to be 
vigorous w ithout h e a t; to remedy present 
evils w ithout inviting new ones. 
The 
present sanitary agitation 
is 
at 
fever 
h e a t; let it not he the precursor of neglect 
when the fever shall have Subsided. 
For­ 
tunately we have for guidance the results 
of sanitary experience. 
W e m ay avail of 
the discoveries of sanitary science, and ap­ 
ply its laws firmly, w ithout doing injury to 
any. 
In short, we need to continue this 
agitation, but not to let it outrun good ¡ 
judgm ent.

O’D onnell as so sensational as to largely 
discount all he relates .us fact. The Intcr- 
•Viecaii deems the m atter of m uch 
im ­ 
pórtam e, 
however, and 
says O'Don­ 
nell 
is 
unquestionably 
well 
posted 
sui the subject of leprosy, and th at there­ 
fore h is statem ent is “ alarm ing.” It calls 
on the lecturer, if he really has the public 
good at heart, to point out the leper to the 
Chicago health officials. W e do no t u n ­ 
derstand why it 
needed O 'D onnell to 
aw aken Chicago. T hat people m ust have 
know n th at leprosy is a disease prevalent 
am ong Chinese, th at m uch of it has been 
made m anifest in the Chinese colonies of Cal­ 
ifornia, and that it m ust be expected sooner 
or later w herever any considerable num ber 
of th at people congregate. Not only this, 
hut the Chicagoans also know th at as 
m uch danger, if not more, is to be appre­ 
hended of th e introduction of leprosy by 
Kanakas, their islands being at this time 
sorely afflicted by the loathsom e and in 
curable disease. 
Less than a quarter of a 
century ago leprosy was practically un 
know n in the Sandwich Islands; to-day it 
is the curse of the kingdom. 


S u ffe rin g hum anity should have sur­ 
cease of woe in al! that relates to the 
Sharon-H ill nastiness. 
T hat famous hit 
of filth, after having afforded every daily 
paper in San Francisco am ple opportunity 
to m ake m anifest the sm all sentim ent of 
decency th a t is entertained by the m ana­ 
gers, and which are thus proven to he of 
very low grade, was supposed to have ful­ 
filled its office as chief purveyor to vulgar 
tastes. B ut now we learn from the Alla, 
though half disposed to regard it as a joke, 
that Oscar T. Shuck, a som etim e literary 
worker, lawyer and newspaper man, pro­ 
poses to place the Sharon-IIill business 
upon the stage. Oscar should he bought 
off. 
If Sharon won’t do it, a long-suffering 
people should raise the necessary purse.

law. 
Even those w ithin the city are not 
molested by the authorities, and compare 
with any of the most depraved in large 
cities. 
Many soldiers come to Dayton, he- 
eoinc* drunk and disorderly, are arrested 
and removed to the H om e and I here p u n ­ 
ished. 
Ex-Representative Mac Mahon said 
universal com plaints from soldiers pointed 
to harsh treatm ent under the rules and ar- 
ticlesofw ar. They were treated as inagurri- 
s hi, and should be treated as in the Home. 
Politics 1-a l caused a change of manage­ 
ment, and all changes in the rules and dis­ 
cipline were charged by the soldiers direct 
to Representative L. B. Gtincle. 
A former 
resident manager said the soldiers com­ 
plained universally of strict discipline and 
unjust punishm ent. 
They wanted some 
one to complain to, hut dared not lay their 
grievances before General M. It. Patrick, 
governor of the Home. This would be ob­ 
viated by a resident manager, but Colonel 
Harris, ¡lie pres -nt resident manager, lived 
in Cincinnati, and the soldiers could see 
him hut once a year. 
H e believed the 
Home should be more of a hospital than a 
garrison. 
The soldiers had done their 
work, and this should be their reward. The 
disorder outside could be dealt with as 
other disorderly citizens arc.

Kkcord-U nion : Som eone suggested 
at the meeting Saturday evening that the 
pum p be pu t in Sutter lake and pum p into 
the sewers and flush them , and also the 
drainage canal, and our City Surveyor then 
stated that u very heavy rain fell in the 
m onth of June, w hen m illions of gallons 
of water fell and there was no flushing. 
I 
presume he knew that in the m onth of June 
the rivers 
were al! very high, anti the 
w ater was just us apt to run front Freeport 
here as from here there at that time. Tim e 
has changed things, and the rivers are now 
low, and there would be a good current 
formed if we had the same w ater poured in 
here now, and I believe it would clean the 
drainage canal nicely, with a very little 
help from a few m en along the line. 
Mr. 
Brown says it costs m ere nothing to pum p 
into the lake five hours during the night, 
which is a fact, and 1 would suggest that 
a connection he made at some point from a 
large city main to a large city sewer, and that 
the City W ater W orks be turned on in full 
force for five or six hours during the night 
and see the effect. 
I believe it will wash 
out the drainage canal in nice shape, and 
m ake it as sweet as ever, with the assistance 
of a few m en to go along and take out a 
few obstructions th at may he there. The 
trial would be inexpensive and do no harm , 
if no good. 
I w ould not interfere w ith what is now 
being done by the City Trustees and health 
authorities, but only suggest that w hile 
waiting to commence pum ping into the 
river, and w hile other sanitary measures 
are in progress, the experim ent be tried, 
for one night, of letting the full force of a 
large city m ain em pty into one of tlie 
largest sewers, and see w hat the effect 
would be tow ard cleansing the sewer and 
canal.

city and its inhabitants either "iiii gaslight or 
other illum inating light, or with fresh water for 
domestic and all other purposes, upon I in- con­ 
dition that the municipal government shall 
have the right to regulate the charges thereof.

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 
Property V alued at 8250,000 Burned— 
Incidents of tbe Fire. 
[San Francisco Bulletin. August 5th.| 
About 10:15 o'clock this morning an 
alarm of fire was turned in from box 32, 
southwest corner of California and Drumm 
streets, and the dense clouds of smoke 
that soon after were seen rolling up, told 
that a fierce conflagration was in progress 
in that locality dreaded by the firemen— 
the lumber-yard district. 
VOLUMES OF SMOKE AND FLAMES. 
When a Bulletin representative arrived, a 
few m'ttute after the sounding Gf tjie 
alarm, smoke and fiantes were issuing from 
the roof and upper back windows of the 
large three-story brick building on the east 
side of Main street, a few hundred yards 
from Market street, occupied by Tatiim it 
Bowen, dealers in lubricating oils and ma­ 
chinery, and M. Schmidt & Co., the litho­ 
graphers and chromatic printers. 
THE DEPARTMENT ATTACKS THE FIRE. 
Chief Scannell with six lire engines, two 
•hook and ladder trucks and a large force of 
men was soon on the ground and energet­ 
ically at work. Large quantities of inflam­ 
mable material, as varnishes and oils, made 
the blaze hot and furious. The tire soon 
burst from the windows and roof in the 
front of the building, and threatened to 
spread to the structures adjoining. The 
burning block was numbered 25. 27. 2ft and 
31 Main street. On the left and north is 
the two-story brick building, Nos. 21 and 
23, occupied by George Bull and James 
Linforth, dealers in agricultural imple­ 
ments, and overhead by Whelan tfc Tracy, 
bookbinders. On the right and south is a 
small frame building. No. 33, a beer saloon 
next; No. 35, a wood model shop, and next, 
No. 37, Nelson’s large planing mill. 
EAST OF THE FIRK. 
East of the fire, and more directly threat­ 
ened owing to the direction of the Wind, is 
located Fulda Brothers’ large planing mill, 
Nos. 30, 32 and 54 Spear street, and along­ 
side arc Clark .t Webster’s buildings, ship­ 
wrights and caulkers. (Opposite, on Spear 
street, are some <>f the largest of the city's 
lumberyards. Down a short distance, nt 
the northeast corner of Mission street and 
Spear, is Renton, Holmes & Co.: opposite, 
on Mission street, Preston & McKinnon, 
and on the southwest corner the four-story 
building of Joseph Wagner <t Co., mill­ 
wrights. All these large establishments 
were doomed, it was evident, unless the fire 
could he speedily controlled. Large cin­ 
ders borne by the wind were constantly 
dropping on neighboring roofs and among 
the lumber. 
VOLUNTEER FORCES. 
Work was suspended in nil the mills and 
lumber yards near by, and the employes 
armed with buckets of water were posted 
on the buildings and lumber to guard the 
property from flying sparks. Engines were 
stationed at the corners of Mission and 
Spear, Mission and Main, and on Market 
street. The firemen worked determinedly, 
and succeeded by strenuous efforts in get­ 
ting the fire full under control by a little 
before 11 o'clock. It was kept also within 
the building where it originated, with the 
single exception of a slight scorching of the 
book-bindery on ihe north, and also to the 
upper stories, but the tlood of water that 
came through upon Tatum & Bowen's stock 
did nearly as much damage as the opposite 
element. 
As far as can he learned, out of the 150 
people employed by Schmidt & Co.. all es­ 
caped comparatively unharmed. But the 
majority had barely time to fiee, leaving 
coats, hats and shawls behind them. 
LOSSES AND INSURANCE. 
The owner of the building “burned is 
< aptain It. It. Thompson, a retired capital­ 
ist living in Alameda. He bought the 
property about a year ago, including also 
two two-story brick buildings on the north 
and one lot in the rear on Spear street, five 
water-front lots in all, paying for all $310,­ 
000; this including of course the real estate. 
He purchased from the Cutting Packing 
Company. 
The building, fully three- 
fourths of which is a total loss, covers land 
91 feet 6 inches by 137 feet (1 inches—two 
water-front lots. The building was erected 
about two years ago, and was valued at 
$50,000; insured for $30.000. 
Tatum it Bowen, on the first lloor, lost 
little by fire. Damage by water amounts 
to $15,000 ; fully covered by insurance. 
Selimidt A Co. are the leavicst losers, 
their loss footing up fully $200,000, ul- 
thottgh it is difficult so soon to estimate 
closely. Their total insurance is $135,000, 
in small amounts, in nearly every company 
in the city, all placed by George H. Foster, 
a broker on California street. 
A large lot of new materials, job presses, 
etc., had lately been received, and the firm 
were preparing to start an extensive job 
printing establishment. Schmidt’s litho­ 
graphing stock alone was valued at the 
lowest estimate at $140,000. Other things, 
twenty-three steam presses, etc., many of 
which were saved, make the total valua­ 
tion of stock nearly double that figure. 
One press, valued at $7,300, was destroyed. 
The presses and lithographing stones, to­ 
gether with the entire edition of this week’s 
Hasp, were destroyed, and the proprietors 
will not he aide to issue their illustrated 
paper next Saturday. 
The total loss mav be roughly estimated 
at $250,000. 
’

On Saturday last a Republican campaign 
brigade was formed on the corner of Pa­ 
cific and Leavenworth streets to be called 
the “ Tattooed Brigade.” Throe hundred 
members were admitted and there was great 
enthusiasm. 
City Physician Blarli's report for the past 
fiscal year recommends tbe establishment 
of a public dispensary in some central 
place, and also a public morgue near the 
water front. During the year 1,451 cases 
were attended in the House of Correction, 
817 in the County Jail and 775 indigent 
sick ; 150 autopsies were also made. 
Up to last Sunday Miss Gus Riley was a 
tenant of Mrs. Sarah Hoffer, at 710 Bush 
street. On that day Miss Riley moved to 
Powell street, near Bush, taking the keys 
and owing a month’s rent. Yesterday, 
when Mrs. Hoffer called for her rent and 
keys she was ordered out by her late tenant, 
and on failing to go, was shot at. Miss 
Riley was arrested for assault with a deadly 
weapon.
